Mr. Shaffer Shows the Mutuality of
City and Citizens Company Interests.

He Is Confident a Fair Franchise Will Be
Forthcoming In Time Street-Cleanin- g:

Plan The Broad Ripple Line Began.

THE CITIZENS COJITANr.
Trealdent Shaffer Tells What It Has Done

for Indianapolis.
The Board of Public Works yesterday,

while In session, declined to make public
anything concerning the negotiations pend-
ing between it and the Citizens' Street-railroa- d

Company. MUut I want to make
this public declaration," said Mr. Defrees,
'that whenever I talk to reporters, 1 re-

serve the right to lie as much as I please."
This explains Mr. Defrees's denial of the
secret conference of the board and the
Citizens' company held Tuesday evening,
April 7.. The business of giving newspapers
misinformation is often regarded as
facetious, but it usually proves serious.

President Shatter, of the Citizens' com-
pany, returned from Chicago yesterday.
If his conference with his directors devel-
oped anything of the policy to he pursued
by the company, in case the pending nego-
tiations fail, he did not come to
say anything about it 'I cannot
answer your direct question," said
he to a Journal reporter, "but perhaps I
can outline the policy of the company in a
general way. The city's interests and tho
street-railroa- d company's interests are mu-
tual. The street-railroa- d company cannot
do anything to improve its plant without
improving the city, and especially the indi-
vidual interests of its people. So that
whatefer privileges aro given to the street
railroad are in reality given to the citizens
of Indianapolis. They enjoy all the priv-
ileges that belong to the street-railroa- d

company. The extensions that
the street-railroa- d company have made
since they purchased the property have
added many hundreds of thousands of
dollars of wealth to individuals and in-

creased the assessable property so that the
city receives a vary large sum of money
thus indirectly from the street-railroa- d

company. Two gentlemen bought, a year
ago, a piece of land on North Illinois street,
before the electric line was built, paid
210,000 for it, and a few days ago sold the
same property for $25,000 these gentlemen,
however, were not connected, directly or
indirectly, with the street-railroa- d com-
pany. The value of this property was due
alone to the building of the electrio line on
Illinois street. There are many other in-
stances that might he cited where property
is increased very materially because of the
extensions xnado by, the street-railroa- d

company.
'We have made an earnest and honest

effort," continued President Shaffer, Mto
give to the citizens of Indianapolis as good
a street-railroa- d system as could be sup-
plied. We have built thirty miles of new
track since the property came into our pos-
session, bought over 150 new cars. 1,000 new
mules and horses, and have ereoted seven
new barns and car-house- s. The money to
furnish this equipment has been supplied
by the stockholders. The increase in the
travel has been marked, bnt the increase in
operating expenses has more than kept
paoe with it. Under the old company
about seventy-fiv- e cars were operated
each day, while under the present
company about 113 cars are oper-
ated. Under the old company the
weekly pay-ro- ll was about $2,900 and un-
der the new company the weekly pay-ro- ll

is often over $0,000. The number of con-
ductors used by the present has increased
the expenses over $300 a day; while none
were used by the old company. The stock-
holders of the present company have not
made any large dividends or received any
more interest than was received by the
stockholders of the old company. Not-
withstanding what has been aone by the
present street-railroa- d company, there
seems to be a disposition in certain quar-
ters to crowd it into a corner and compel it
to tight for its existence.

"About a year ago it was demanded by
the press and the people that some adjust-
ment cf the street-railroa- d matter should
be made, and it was suggested that a com-
mittee from the Board of Trade and Com-
mercial Club should arbitrate a contract
for the city and the street-railroa- d com-
pany. The street-railroa- d company mot
the members of the committee Irom the
Board of Trade, and after a thorough ex-
amination into the matter by the commit-
tee, an agreement was entered into. Thi9
agreement, for a while, had the support of
the press, and, besides, the support of tho
Commercial Club and the Board of Trade.
It was presented to the Common Council,
and not being acceptable to some mem-
bers, it was' changed and amended. The
street-railroa- d company was willing to ac-
cept the changes and amendments made by
the railroad committee of the Common
Council, but this was objected to.

"We have signified recently." continued .

Prcsideut Shaffer, "in open meeting before
the Board of Public Works, at the time
they were considering the contract with
the Broad Hippie company, that we were
willing and ready at any time to enter into
a contract with the city on any basis that
would be equitable and just. We believe
the time will come when the public will
appreciate what the Citizens' Street-railroa- d

Company has done for the city, and a
contract will be made with the city on a
fair and business basis. Whenever that
time arrives the street-railroa- d company
will be found ready to act and perform its
duties."

Evidently it is the intention of the com-
pany to simply await developments, and.
in the peculiar position it is left in by the
Board of Publio Works, that is about all it
can do end preservo a courteous attitude
toward the board. "You are familiar with
the provisions of the ordinance introduced
by Mr. YontzT" asked Mr. Shaffer, in fur-
ther conversation. "Then you might find
it interesting to compare it with this re-
port," he continued, handing the reporter a
copy of the report of the Commercial Club
committee he had previously mentioned.
Bnt it is a great deal more interesting to
compare it with what President Conduitt.
of the Board of Publio Works, said to a
Journal reporter Monday afternoon, for Mr.
Conduitt waa the first signer of the report to
the Commercial Club, stating that "at
a meeting cf the joint committee of the
Board of Trade and Commercial Club,
held Apnl 15, 1S0O, the above recommenda-
tions were unanimously adopted." The
recommendations referred to were those of
President George G. Tanner, President Eli
Lily and Col. Oran Perry, who, as a sub-
committee, had made them after a full in-
vestigation of the subject. In brief they
were: 1. The Citizens company was to
pave a space of eight feet whero single
tracks are maintained, and sixteen feet
where double tracks are laid, the same to
be paved at the same time and in the same
manner as the rest of the street, provided
that the company might pave between the
rails of each track with brick, stono or
granite. The company was to pay li per
cent, of its gros receipts to the city after
Jan. 1. 1601. 3. The company was to have
the right to use animal power or approved
rapid transit of any kind. 4. The present
system of transfer waa to be maintained.
5. Tho present frauchiso of the com-
pany was to be extended twenty-liv- e

years or to 102ft. The committee
said in closing: "This conclusion has
been reached 'after a most thorough
and careful examination of the
whole subject, in which every facility has
been atlorded us by the president and di-
rectors of the company, who have met us
in a spirit of sincerity and good faith
which should commend the company and
the management to every right-minde- d

citizen and secure for them that support
and consideration which such liberality
deserves."

Evidently Sir. Conduitt's views have
changed considerably within a year, for on
Monday he told the Journal reporter that
tho extension of the old franchise would
not b considered; if a new one was given
the old must be canceled. And in a previous
conversation he intimated that the terms
of a franchise for tho Citizen's company

Governor Fosey'a administration that tho
draft was made. .Mr. Massey says, and he is
anxious to substantiate his statement by
the record, if one exists, as unless he can
do so there is no prospect of his proving his
claim to a pension. The only soldiers of
the war of IbU on the rolls at Washington
are those who signed the pay-rol- l, and as
Mr. Maaey never was paid he Is not on
record there. He is ninety-seve- n years old
and one of Indiana's hardy pioneer resi-
dents, being atill encaged actively in busi-
ness at New Carlisle. State Librarian
Dunn, to whom Colonel Walker referred
the letter, can find no trace of such a
record and Deputy Secretary of State King
is now engaged in attempting to trace the
matter.

The board has decided not to undertake
the sprinkling of streets by contract, under
the provisions of the charter, this summer.
It was found to be too big a job to figure
out a schedule so that contractors could bid
intelligently upon the work. It would take
amonth's time to fix this up and the board
has not the time to devote to it. Citizens
will, therefore, have to make individual or
subscription contracts as has been done
heretofore.

Geo. A. Powell and others were before
the board to complain of the horrible con-
stitution of that prize macadam on Seventh
street, from Alabama to the L. E. & W.
tracks The board promised to look into
the matter and have, the street scraped if
necessary.

Councilman Rassman presented a peti-
tion for paving Arsenal avenue from Wash-
ington to Michigan street, signed by all
the property-owner- s residing on the street.
The city's portion of this improvement
would be very small, and possibly the
street may be paved this year, but whether
or not it will be with brick is another
question, Mr. Defrees has been engaged
in gathering all the information possible
on the condition of brick streets in other
cities, and his conclusions are not particu-
larly favorable to brick.

Councilman Markey came before the
board and asked that it order the continu-
ation of work in Garfield Park. He said
the workmen had been engaged in grading
the roads and setting trees when the board
ordered them laid oft three weeks ago, leav-
ing the work unfinished. The men are all
good Democrats from Markey's ward, and
he was under the necessity of providing
them with jobs. Mr. Scherrer will pay the
park a visit to-d- ay and see what ought to
be done. The lite cistern, which the Coun-
cil contracted for on Gatling street, near
Pleasant run, was thrown out by refusing
te accept the contractor's boud. A resolu-
tion was adopted to construct another on
Gatling street, south of the card-work- s, as
recommended by Chief Webster. Council-
man Myers had a couple of complaints to
make before the board. Some gutters in
his ward had not beeo cleaned for fourteen
years, and he wanted the crossing of Tenth
street, at the I. E. & W. tracks, mado
safe. The board promised to give them
attention. The board had before it the
usual grind of minor complaints and peti-
tions. The Orcbard-avenu- e bridge, over
Pogue's run, was ordered repaired, at a cost

.of $276.
At Work on the Broad Ripple Line.

There is no disposition to delay matters
a moment in the construction of the Broad
Ripple road. Messrs. Hanway & Lancas-
ter began the work of plowing and grading
on Central avenue at Fifteenth street
bright and early yesterday morning, and
will rush it through to Seventeenth street
and get the iron down on these two squares
with all possible baste, lest the Citizens'
company might seek to enjoin them. Since
the Broad Ripple company made its fran-
chise contract, covering this portion of the
road, with the County Commissioners, the
city limits have been extended to Seven-
teenth street, and should the Citizens'
company care to oontest the right to those
two squares on pentral avenue, a nice legal
point might arise, upon the conten-
tion that the Citizens' company's fran-
chise gives it the right to any street
within the city where it has given evidence
of a bona tide intention to lay a track. Its
intention to at some time extend one out
Central avenue has never been questioned.
On the otber hand, the Broad Ripple Com-
pany would contend that its contract with
the County Commissioners covered this bit
of road, which is very true; and that no
ordinance of the City Counoil extending
the limits could invalidate this contract.
However, it prefers to keep out of a legal
tight, and, though the Citizens' company
probably has given no indication that it
will make a contest, the Broad Ripple will
get its track there as quickly aa possible.

Town-Pum- ps Gone to the Dogs.

In pursuance of an order by the Board of
Publio Works tho city engineer has re-

ported on the condition of the city wells.
Tho only ones he can find any record of
are the engineer says "is" those driven
wells ordered by the Council in 1SS3 at a
cost of $1,700, as follows: One ninety-si- x

feet deep in Circle Park, abandoned; one
eighty feet deep at Washington and Me- -
ridian, in good order, bnt without a drain;
one seventy-si- x feet deep at Meridian and
Georgia, which is useless; one eighty-thre- e

feet deep at Washington and Virginia ave-
nue, in bad order; one seventy feet deep in
University Park, in good condition; one
seventy-fou- r feet deep at Alabama and
St. Clair streets, which has been aban-
doned; one seventy-eigh- t feet deep at South
and East streets, unable to draw water; one
seventy feet deep at Illinois and Ohio, gone
dry: one seventy feot deep at Massachu-
setts avenue and Delaware, in good condi-
tion, but drains into the gutter; one seventy--

six feet deep at the north end of the
Illinois-stree- t tunnel, abandoned; one seven-

ty-four feet deep at Delaware and Mar-
ket, abandoned; one seventy-si- x feet deep at
Mississippi and Washington; one at east
side of court-hous- e and one on Washington
between New Jersey and Alabama, both
abandoned. .

Adopted the Journal's Suggestion.
On Tuesday morning the Journal called

attention to an important feature of the
house-numberin- g ordinance passed by the
Council the right before. It provides that
the numbering on short streets shall begin
at the end nearest the divisional street,
Washington or Meridian, as the case may
be. instead of providing that short streets
6bouldbe numbered in conformity with
parallel through streets that is. beginning
at 51 if commencing within one square
of the divisional street; at 101 if within
two squares, and so on. As the enforce-
ment of the ordinance Is referred to the
Board of Public Works." President Conduitt
brought this point up at the meeting yes-
terday morning, and the board waa unani-
mous in believing that the numbering
should be done as the Journal suggested.
It will request the Council to repeal the
ordinance and pass an amended one.

A Disease-Rreeril- na Building.
The Board of Health yesterday served

notice upon Mr. Vajcn, owner of the Ex-
change Block, on North Pennsylvania
street, to have the block thoroughly reno-
vated and the plumbing repaired within
five days. The place was inspectedby Drs.
Morrison and Cook and Inspector Sanborn,
and they pronounce its condition horrible.
Bad plumbing and drainage have made a
cesspool of tho basement in the rear be-

lunch-roo- m, and the women who do the
laundry wortc for the. lunch-roo- m in this
basement are compelled to walk ou planks
to keep from wading in filth. A small
court at the side of the basement is even in
worse condition, and the inspectors state
that the stench arising from it is sicken-
ing.

Secretary S. G. Woodward, of the local
civil-servic- e board, has received the fol-

lowing letter from President Lyman, of the
Civil-servic- e Commission:

The commission has learned that circulars
have been issued by certain Institutions and per-
sons engaged In preparing er oacbing appli-
cants for civil-servic- e examinations, in which it
is claimed that they have special facilities for
obtaining information In regard to the civll-servi- ce

examinations, not only as to the ceneral
character of the examinations, but as to the
actual questions used. It is hardly necessary
for the commission to lniorm you and the publio
that no persons unconnected with the Civil-servi- ce

Commission have any facilities for ob-
taining information of value to applicants which
the applicants cannot themselves obtain upon
request to the commission. All necessary infor-
mation concerning the.clvil-ervie-e law, rules
and regulations, regulations for maiking, 6cope
and character of examinations, specimen ques-
tions, etc... is contained In the publications of
the commission, which are freely sent to all in-
tending applicants for the departmental service
who apply for them, and there is, therefore, no
occasion for such applicants to spend their
money for the publications advertised by tho
institutions and persons referred to.

This action on the part of the commission
is for the purpose of heading off an enter-
prising Washingtonian. who advertises to
furnish for 10 cents the questions of civil-servi- ce

examinations, together with the
correct answers.
